erned by the authority conferred by this sec- 
tion shall be paid by an appropriation of 
the legislature, and shall be reckoned as 
part of the expense of the judicial establish- 
ment under this amendment. 


Section 68. Fees Paid to State Treasurer. 
—Subject to rules of court provided by the 
Judicial Council, the fees taxed shall be such 
as were at the adoption of this amendment 
provided by law. All such fees and all mas- 
ters’ fees shall be taxed and paid to the 
Clerk of the General Court of Judicature. 
All fines imposed, when collected, shall be 
paid to the Clerk of the General Court of 
Judicature. All fees, costs and fines paid 

to the said Clerk shall be accounted for by

him monthly and paid to the State Treas- 
urer. 


Section 69. The Legislature May Provide 
for the Apportionment of Expense Among 
Counties.—The Legislature may by law pro- 
vide for the apportionment among the sev- 
eral counties of the State of the expense of 
the maintenance of the trial courts so far 
as the same may exceed the revenues de- 
rived therefrom. 


Section 70. Power of Legislature.—This 
Amendment to the Constitution shall not 
prevent the legislature when so requested 
by written resolution of a majority of the 
Judicial Council, the Chief Justice concur- 
ring therein, from enacting legislation in 
cunflict with this article. 
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
